January at Beaverlodge had thirty 
hours less sunshine than the average 
of ten previous Januarys. It was also 
nearly six degrees colder than the ave- 
rage of seventeen previous Januarys, 
the monthly mean being 2.9 deg. Fah. 
The snowfall of 15,3 inches was nearly 
two and a half inches greater than 
the average. The month was steadily 
cold with no pronounced Chinook 
thaws and with little wind. The high- 
est temperature was 41 on the 13th, 
the lowest on the 16th, At the 
slough half a mile distant and 107 feet 
lower the minimum reading on the 
16th was -45. 
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Knud Lang, who ripened oats and 
barley in the Mackenzie Delta in 1932, 
explains that his plots were about 
twelve miles south and three miles 
west of Aklavik, being thus 1317 miles 
north of the Forty-ninth parallel and 
about sixty-five south of Mackenzie 
Bay. The soil is a peat-like loam a 
foot deep underlaid with a mixture of 
fine alluvial sand and clay. Before 
being broken, the lanu had a muskeggy 
appearance, Owing to the insulating 
properties of the top soil the land as 
yet thaws to a depth of but fourteen 
inches. This would be increased by 
drainage and admixture with mineral 
subsurface. The ground is about fif- 
teen feet above normal river level. Due 
to ice conditions of last spring the 
river undercut about thirty feet of the 
bank and towards the middle of Aug- 
ust this caved in, carrying the most 
and the best of the cereal plots.

An The Manitoba wild grape has 
been growing on the Substation for a 
number of years but has frozen back 
practically to the ground each winter. 


In 1982 the first few blossoms were 
noticed but fruit failed to set, Along 
with the Manitoba wild grape there 
are now a few Amur and Beta vines 
planted. These and half of the Mani- 
tobas were mounded with earth last 
fall in the hope of bringing them 
through without too much killing. 


None of the grapes have been mound- 
ed hiterto.
